ſume to cenſure a Biſhop, and he one of the firſt 
Rank, as you are pleas'd to own. 

But this, Benjamin, T mean Scandal, 1s agree- 
able to your Anarchical Principle,” and truly 
worthy of your ſelf, to knock down all that 
ſtand in your Way, whether King or Biſhop, 
eſpecially if they touch upon your beloved Dali- 
lab, and ſeem to contradict what you before 
have ſo confidently, or rather impudently aſ- 
ſerted againſt the many Oaths you have ſolemn- 
ly took, and the Character you ought to bear 
as a Miniſter in the Church. The Argument 
you efpoule, hath been ſufficiently refuted long 
ſince by very able Hands; and I am ſenſible,

It is therefore the fly Infinuations of 
fuch as you, to buz into the Ears of the People, 
that the Government is to be queſtion'd for the 
Management of thoſe Affairs they judge not pro- 
per to reveal to the People.
